The Bond-Syndicate. 


Largely Reduced Kevcnuci Illicitr Hie Mc- 


Klnlcy Tarifl. 


Temporary loans, on the part of na- 


tions, no matter how great their finan- 
cial strength, may become necessary in 
the regular course of administration. 
The substantial addition to the perm-m- 
ent or bonded debt of a nation during - 
period of profound peace, a debt not oc- 
casioned by the construction of any 
great commercial thoroughfare or other 
internal improvement, but rendered 
necessary to meet the ordinary govern- 
mental expenditures and to maintain 
credit, is so unusual as to invite crit- 
icism. The explanation in the present 
instance is easily found and is twofold in 
character. 


The largely reduced revenues under 


the McKinley tariff began to be felt 
before the close of President Harrison's 
administration. 
A deficiency in the 


near future was clearly apparent, and a 
consequent drain upon the Treasury 
balance inevitable. A greater danger to 
the Treasury, however, lay in the fact 
that the government was in the banking 
business and had issued five hundred 
millions of notes redeemable in gold, not 
to mention its obligations with respect 
to other forms of currency. The Treas- 
ury balance, meagre in the light of 
current 
expenses, became positively 


weak when viewed as a reserve against 
outstanding 
obligations. 
This was 


especially true as to the gold reserve. 
The maintenance of our present gold 
standard was easily the paramount 
question which confronted the Presi- 
dent, and his task was rendered all l,he 
more diflicult because of the silver senti- 
ments of the legislative branch of the 
Government. 
The 
silver 
interests 


sought to utilize the emergency to 
compel legislation in their behalf, or, 
failing in this, to force the country upon 
a silver basis. Hence all legislative aid 
was withheld, and tlie President was 
compelled to avail himself of the ill- 
adapted provisions of existing laws.—

A Poll of Congress. 


A poll of the next Congress on the 


question of the free coinage of silver, 
just taken by the sound-money com- 
mittee of the Xew York Chamber of 
Commerce, indicates very clearly that 
no silver bill of an inflationist character 
can be paoed in the next two years. 
According to rpplies made by Represen- 
tatives to the committee's inquiries, 
there will be 8S votes in the House for 
free coinage, 52 doubtful and 216 against 
free coinage, making a clear majority of 
at least 76 for sound money. 
At the 


present rate of conversion among Con- 
gressmeu the strength of the silver craze 
next December will be even less than is 
liere indicated. For many years past 
the 
House, as compared with the 


Senate, has been the more conservative 
and safer body, and its record will be 
maintained in the next Congress. 


But the Senate, too, according to the 


committee's poll, is proff against the 
passage of a tree-coinage bill. 
Thirty- 


nine of its members favor such a bill and 
forty-three oppose it. After next July 
Utah will probably add two Senators to 
the sure silverite ranks, making its 
strength forty-one. Six Senators are 
omitted from the calculation because 
sheir position is somewhac in doubt. 
Their preference is believed to be, upon 
the whole, for sound money. They are 
subject to the same logic of facts that 
has turned Senator Mills from the error 
of his ways, and it is believed that when 
called upon to take a decided position 
they will see the necessity of maintain- 
ing the existing gold standard. 
The 


recent rise of prices and restoration of 
prosperity without "the rehabilitation of 
silver" has kno -ked the bottom out of 
the free-coinage argument. Prices may 
rise, it is seen, on the gold basis in the 
present and in the future, as they 
have done over and over again in the 
past. 
In the far West, where the 


doctrine of free coinage is but another 
phase of the Eepnblican doctrine of 
"protection of native industries," a 
sordid self-interest may keep the de- 
mand for free coinage at the front, but 
the facts of the business situation may 
be expected to influence opinion iu the 
South, where the fideli y to silver is com- 
paratively disinterested. — Baltimore 
Sun. 


Voting for Superior Judges. 
It is stated that there is much misap- 


prehension in some sections of the State 
;ts to the number of Superior Judges 
each citizen may vote for at the coming 
election. The fact that there are seven 
Judges to elect makes many incline, in 
the absence of inquiry into the law, to 
the belief that seven Judges can be 
voted for. This is a mistake. 


The law provides for the election of 


seven Superior Court Judges, but each 
voter can vote for no more than six can- 
didates. The purpose of the law is to 
enable the minority party of Pennsyl- 
vania to elect one of the seveu Judges of 
the Court. Each of the State tickets of 
the respective parties in Pennsylvania 
will be printed on the official ballot with 
six candidates for the Superior Court, 
and no ticket marked for seven Judges 
that is for six of one party and one of 
the other party, would be counted for 
that office, as the election officers could 
not determine which of the seven the 
voter intended to favor by his ballot. 


Our ballot reform system is very sim- 


ple if people would devote a few minutes 
to understand it. The official ballot will 
have the Republican, Democratic, Prohi 
bition and Populist candidates printed 
side by side. Following the State offices 
will b« the local tickets. Any citizen 
can vote for Republican, Democratic 
or any other State ticket by simply mak- 
ing a cross with a pencil in the circle at 
the top of the ticket, but if the voter de- 
sires to vote for candidates on two or 
more tickets he must mark a cross after 
the name of each candidate for whom he 
wants to vote, from top to bottom of 
the ticket, and only those names which 
are marked will be counted. If a voter 
makes a mark at the top which indi- 
cates voting an entire party ticket, and 


i then marks one or more on another 


i ticket, he simply vitiates his ballot be- 


i cause it is unintelligible.

A Political Paral'ri'i.'.as, o 


Pennsylvania and New York have for 


a long time resembled one another Jn 
the absolute rule of the political boss in 
the Republican organization of each 
State. It is hard to say whether the in- 
fluence of an autocratic leader has been 
more prevalent in the one State than in 
the other; it is a known fact that in no 
other States have "machines" gained 
such absolute control as in these siater 
States. During the past year efforts 
have been made to wrest the Republican 
organization in both States from the 
long-maintained leadership of individual 
men. 
In Pennsylvania the undertaking 


rose to imposing magnitude, and led to 
a warfare iu which the enthroned boss 
was decisively victorious. Throughout 
the "campaign of assassination" the 
"reform" element of Pennsylvania Re- 
publicans was wonderfully active, reck- 
less and boastful in its efforts and claims. 
It spoke defiantly, and made no little 
show of decency and independence. But 
behind this veil of pretense the people 
discerned forces more evil even than 
those which had alreadj ruled the Com- 
monwealth, and between alleged knav- 
ery and proved hypocrisy the Republi- 
can party chose the lesser o£ the two 
evils. The defeated faction, with all its 
bombast and lofty protests, its independ- 
ence and boasted purity, surrendered 
abjectly and servilely to the victors, and 
marched out of the convention without 
even the honors of war. 


In New York the contest has been 


itrikingly similar to the fight In Penn- 
lylvania. There the organization was 
largely under the control of a man who 
has long been a shrewd political manipu- 
lator in Xew York State. Like the 
Pennsylvania autocrat, he was the tar- 
get for all reformers. Against him was 
pitted the patronage of the great me- 
tropolis and a considerable element of 
lie State Administration. The cry was 
that he must be downed once and for- 
iver; and the new order of politicians 
went actively about their work. The 
results of the recent primaries point con- 
clusively to the failure of reform. 
Mr. 


Platt is still omnipotent in the councils 
and organization of the Rppublican par- 
ty in the State of Xew York, and his 
master hand will be felt in shaping its 
policy for many a day to come. 
It 


would be interesting to read the eloquent 
editorials of certain Xew York Republi- 
can organs on "Purity on Politics" and 
•The Passing of Platt," in the light of 
recent political events. Truly, Reform 
has a weary way of it in the ranks of the 
Grand Old Party! 
What the New 


York "assassins" will now turn to is 
difficult to surmise; but it will surprise 
nobody to learn that the virtuous recal- 
citrants have bowed the knee in servili- 
ty and silence to the Tioga autocrat, Mr. 
Tliomas Collier Platt.—Record. 


Tlie Country Has Peace. 


In 1808, when General Grant, the 


great chieftain of the Union, was nomi- 
nated for President, he struck 
the 


popular chord of the considerate and 
patriotic people of both sections when 
he said: "Let us have peace." 
Al- 


though the war ended fully thirty years 
ago, sectional discord and bitter strife 
between North and South have been 
exhibited in our political contests, and 
rill the arts of the demagogue were em- 
ployed to hinder the entire restoration 
of North and South to a united brother- 
hood. 


Two imposing pageants witnessed in 


the South during the last week give the 
most impressive lesson of the absolute 
ittainment of peace between the two 
sections of the Union which were once 
estranged by war. 
On the bloodiest 


battlefield of that conflict, at Chicka- 
rnauga, the surviving veterans of both 
armies met to inaugurate the Chicka- 
tnaugn Natioual Park. 
The soldiers 


who wore the blue and the gray were 
tlere mingling in their efforts to com- 
memorate the heroism of the American 
peopla. 
Orators who spoke for the 


North, orators who spoke for the South, 
md grizzled warriors who had fought 
each other on that deadly field, met 
without a trace of the enmity of war, 
and all saluted the same flag and cheered 
the progress of the same country. The 
soldiers have thus taught the nation 
hat there is absolute peace at last, and 
that all who are devoted to the unity 
tnd prosperity of the Republic can 
rejoice that the last dregs of fraternal 
strife have perished. 


In another city of the South that was 


,he objective point o? one of the most 
memorable and sanguinary campaigns 
of the war, was taught in a no less im- 
pressive manner the complete re-estab-. 
lishment of peace and the unity of inter- 
est and affection between the North and 
South. The great Atlanta Exposition 
was opened during the last week, and 
Northern and Southern products were 
mingled with each other as Northern 
ind Southern people were side by side 
presenting the matchless progress and 
material development of both sections 
of the country. The Atlanta Exposi- 
tion, like the impressive proceedings at 
Chickatnauga, tells how completely the 
Northern and Southern people have been 
restored to fellowship, and gives the 
clearest assurance that henceforth it will 
not be in the power of even the greatest 
of our demagogues to revive sectional 
conflict. 


The soldiers of the war were the first 


to be reconciled to each other in the re- 
union of the North and South. Next to 
them the considerate and patriotic 
statesmen of both sections struggled to 
heal the scars of war and to bring about 
the general prosperity of the whole 
country, but when soldiers and states- 
man were struggling for the peace and 
unity of the Republic, the demagogues 
were tireless in their efforts to fan 
afresh the flame of sectional discord in 
every political contest, and they suc- 
ceeded only too well for many years. 
Their vocation is now ended, for there 
can be no renewal of sectional dispute.— 
Pkila Times. 


OXE of the acts of the legislature recent- 


ly approved by Governor Hastings regu- 
lates the pay ot judges and inspectors at 
all elections hereafter held in the state.— 
Judges and inspectors are to be paid $3.50 
each for each election, whether their labor 
extends over one or more days, and the 
clerks are to receive $3 each election. 
This will change the compensation here- 
tofore received by election officers in the 
counties oi the state, except where a city 
isi co-extensive with a county. The offi- 
cers holding the November election will 
not be entitled to the increased pay. The 
constitution provides that the pay or 
emoluments of elective officers cannot be 
increased or diminished during their term 
of office. As the election officers were 
elected last February they will have to 
serve at the election in November and 
February at the old rates. The clerks, 
however, will get the increased compensa- 
tion.

perceive that they are wedded to hard 
times as their chief argument.

to saddle it upon the Democrats. This 
aspect of the ease might deter them 
from such an attempt, but it is by no 
means certain that it would. 
They 


have so long assured the country from 
day to day and from week to week that 
they possess all the political sagacity 
ibere is in the country that there are 
those who believe them. 
But 
there 


never was a party on earth that went so 
gaylyand unsuspectingly to over-whelm- 
ing defeat as did the Republican party 
when it was passing the Sherman and 
McKinley bills and trying to pass the 
Force bill. No greater amount of po- 
itical stupidity, not to give a greater 
name, was ever prepetrated than the 
action of the Fifty-first Congress. To 
be sure, they have since been chastised 
t>y defeat, but they have also been elated 
by victory. They may not, therefore, 
be afraid to try it again. 


From a mere party point of view the 


Democrats could desire nothing better 
than to see the Republicans attempt to 
carry out the programme above out- 
lined. But there is more in life than 
party politics, and the country does not 
desire to see business ruined again to 
make political capital for anybody, least 
of all for the party that obtained power 
on a promise to put an end to tariff 
agitation. 
Should they deliberately 


violate that pledge and bring another 
panic, a Democratic successor to Grover 
Cleveland will be a certainty.—Louis 
ville Courier-Journal.

Old War Horse Ne«l. 


He Is Forty Yesr» Old, and Resides In Krie 


County—In the Gettysburg Battl**. 


Perhaps the boys and girls would like 


to know something of the history of the 
oldest cavalry horse in the United 
States. His name is Ned, culled of late 
years Old Ned. And ho* old do you 
think he is? Just forty years old this 
spring; still living in the township of 
North East, Erie county. Pa , owned by 
Sargeant B. F. Crawford, who belonged 
to the loth Pennsylvania Cavalry Regi- 
ment, Company C. 


The horse was captured from the 


rebel army, his rider having been shot 
from off his back. At that time he was 
eight years old. 
And Mr. Crawford 


has owned him for thirty-two years. 
He rode him as a cavalry horse during 
the last two years of the war. He was 
in the battle of Gettysburg and came 
out without a scratch. He is supposed 
to be of Virginia thorough bred stock, 
with some Morgan blood in him. Such 
is the opinion of tlie best judges of horse 
Mesh. 


Old Ned is rather small of stature, 


noted for great strength and fleetness, 
not as a trotter, but as a runner. Dur- 
ing a time of special emergency, his 
owner rode him on a run six miles in 
twenty minutes. In his prime he was 
spry ;is a kitten and fleet as a deer. 
With his rider on his hack weighing 
180 pounds, he could leap over almost 
any fence, and bound over ditches and 
streams ten and fifteen feet wide. 


It was my privilege to see tha old 


.•ar steed let out of the stable into a 
small pasture a few days ago. Old as 
he was he started on a gallop, but bis 
limbs were not limber enough to make 
much headway. His efforts to run re- 


linded me of a remark of Henry Ward 


Beecher in a sermon comparing youth 
tooldage: "When I was young, I could 
jump into a buggy; but in my older 
years, I get in some other way." So it 
was with Old Ned. 


His step and motion tremble with 


age. His eyesight is not the best, and 
his ears are dull of hearing. But his 
teeth are remarkably good. 
He eats 


clover bay, carrots and bran. In color 
he is as black as Black Beauty in the 
ioted story, though some of the hairs 
on his neck have turned gray. 


In this community Old Ned is con- 


sidered a sort of public property. 
On 


all Decoration Days he is led out, or 
ridden by some small boy, in front of 
the marching columns of 
soldiers, 


decked with flags and flowers, almost 
literally covered with them. Old as he 
is, he seems to enjoy the parade. At 
the sound of fife and drum and battle 
tunes, he pricks up his ears, raises his 
head, and tries to dance and prance 
like a young colt, to the great amuse- 
ment of the boys and girls. For many 
years he has been a special object of in- 
terest on all such days. 


Last year Old Ned was taken to Pitts- 


burg, at the National Encampment of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, and 
became an object of iitense interest to 
thousands of people. 
He marched in 


front ot the soldiers on parade; the win- 
dows and corridors along the streets 
were crowded with anxious eyes to see 
the oldest living cavalry horse of the 
Civil War. Women and girls vied with 
each other in throwing their arms 
around his neck; and boys sought for a 
single hair out of his tail, as a souvenir 
of war times. 
Cavalrymen looked at 


him, and the very sight brought up a 
thousand recollections ot battles and 
sieges in which they were once engaged. 


The older the horse grows the greater 


are the honors heaped upon him. The 
Decoration Day number of the Buffalo 
Express had a picture of Old Ned as he 
now looks, at forty years of age. It is 
very evident that he is on the down- 
hill side of life, and very near the bot- 
tom of the bill. Yet it is hoped that 
this old war steed will be spared 
Awhile longer to add interest to Deco- 
ration Day services in this community, 
where he has lived so long and been 
honored and petted by so many people. 
—Advance.

A Story of Hardship. 


Peary's Terplblo Experience In the Froien 


North 
Without Food for Thir- 


ty-six Hours. 


The Peary relief steamer, Kite, re- 


turned from its exploring expedition 
last week, bringing Lieutenant Robert 
E. Peary, Hugh Lee and Matthew Hen- 
son safe home. 


The Peary expedition party endured 


much hardship last winter, but started 
northward again in April in an attempt 
to make a new record. They succeeded 
in reaching Independence bay, where 
they camped. 


The explorers were unable to make 


any pronounced advance northward, 
owing to the weakness of the party, 
both Lee and Henson being exhausted. 
A number of the dogs died from aplague 
common among them. The Kite reach- 
ed Peary's headquarters Aug. 3, and 
started to return on Sept. 1. They spent 
the intervening time exploring iu the 
interests of the Greenland scientific ex- 
pedition. Messrs. Diebitsch, Salisbury, 
Dyche, Le Boutillier and Walsh, who 
were on board, surveyed mauy miles of 
unknown coasts. 


They also discovered two large meteor- 


ites, which they brought home, and an- 
other, weighing forty tons, which it was 
impossible 
to 
take 
away. 
They 


also found it impossible to bring home 
Peary's house. 


Many specimens of deer, walrus and 


northern animals and birds, flowers and 
lichens were secured, but the captures 
were not as extensive as had been ex- 
pected, owing to the time for exploring 
being cut short in the hurry to return. 


The story of Lieutenant Peary's latest 


trip is one of greatest hardship. Wait- 
iag for the cessation of the March equi- 
noctial gales, they started from head- 
quarters April 1, three men, five sledges 
and forty-nine dogs. Within seven days 
they reached the proximity of the all 
precious cache of food on which the suc- 
cess of the journey depended. Peary 
had cached it last year for the express 
purpose of utilizing it this spring. Dis- 
appointment, however, greeted them, as 
the most persistent and careful search 
failed to find it. Last winter's snows 
had obliterated every trace of it. With 
this terrible damper at their Hi st start 
the three still dared to venture into the 
unknown. 


It meant hardship, privation, possibly 


death, but they would not retreat. 
Shortening their rations they began 
their terrible journey. The sufferings 
they endured few can tell. The party 
of three men was inadequate to face this 
wilderness, and this was proven when 
Lee gave up through sheer exhaustion 
and lay down to die. His faithful com- 
panions drew him on a sledge for 150 
miles till Independence bay was reach- 
ed, where permanent camp was formed 
and the sufferer treated till he recovered. 


Peary was, however, powerless to 


make any new discoveries. He dared not 
venture aloue on the ice and land mass- 
es extending north beyond the range of 
vision. A few miles of coast explor- 
ation to the northward, in the direction 
where a jutting cape forms Lockwood's 
highest point, 8234, reached in 1883, 
forms the solitary achievement, and, 
dispirited and baliled, Peary turned his 
face homeward. During the stay on the 
coast eight musk oxen were shot, and 
their flesh, enabling the pemmican stores 
to be kept for the return, saved the three 
explorers from a miserable death from 
hunger on that vast inland sea of ice. 


They started back on June 15, and 


after a week's travel Lee again showed 
signs of weakness. They pushed on at 
top speed, but food for the dogs was 
likewise unobtainable, and it speedily 
became a case of the survival ot the fit- 
test. The weaker dogs were slaughter- 
ed that the others might live and help 
their masters along. As the stores were 
consumed and dogs decreased the 
sledges were abandoned. Then Lee had 
again co take his place in a sledge and 
the others to drag his weakened form 
along. Soon it became a struggle for 
very existanee. Every ounce of impedi- 
ments was discarded. 
The sledges 


dwindled to two, the dogs to fifteen. 


The rifles were next abandoned, then 


the scientific instruments, wind gauges, 
etc., which could be dispensed with, 
until at last only one sledge, a few 
pounds of food and five dogs remained. 


As home grew nearer, while fdoJ was 


vanishing, they abandoned their last 
sledge, and with one solitary dog, the 
lone survivor of the pack, faced the last 
twenty miles of this awful journey. 
It 


occupied them 'hirty-ait hours, during 
which time not one morsel of food 
touched tbeir lips. When they entered 
their comfortable lodge, doubly dear 
after what they bad come through, Lee 
fainted from sheer joy and was four 
hours unconscious. 
To show 
how 


desperate was their condition Peary 
abandoned even their nautical almanac, 
tearing out the three leaves of declina- 
tions for tbe days they expected to be 
occupying in reaching headquarters. 


The party were takea on board the 


Kite on the evening of Aug. 4. Lieu- 
tenant Peary is completely disheartened, 
as shown by a remark to his brother-in- 
law, Diebitsch: "Everything I have put 
my hand to the past two years has been 
a failure." 


Not 
since the gruesome story of 


Greely's men has such a story of misery, 
endurance and triumph over death itself 
been made public, but the Kite's crew 
tell more gruesome stories still. They 
say the three men, to prolong tbeir own 
lives, had to eat their dogs at tbe last, 
and tbe one who survives now owes his 
life to being Peary's pet, a companion 
on a former journey. Peary's scientific 
records will doubtless be advantageous 
to scientists, but would ill repay such 
desperate risks.

HOW TO SUCCEED 


IX PLAXUXG. 


Secrets of Setting- Out Plant* «o as 


to Make Them Grow. 
The> 


Must be Separated and Set Well 
Down. 
Moi&tciiiiig the Root; 


Before Planting is Also Desir- 
able— The Xeoessitj lor Drainage 
—Plant in the L,atc Fall Rather 
Than in the Spring. 


Success m planting trees, plants and 


Tines, like success m many other things, 
33 largely due to a careful attention lo 
the "small things," to the small details 
which isueless or hustling people are so 
apt to either entirely overlook or consid- 
er so unimportant as to be unworthy of 
attention. 


Two men on adjoining suburban or 


country places will set out a patch of 
strawberries, for instance, about the 
same time. Each will hate practically 
the same kind and tex .ire of soil and 
will prepare tha land tuorougMj and 
well, and each will then have the pUnts 
set out. "While cne patch will take root 
at once and make a \ igorous g owth and 
but few, if any, plants die, the other 
patch will have only a bunch of plants 
here and there living at a'l and these not 
thriving well. The latter planter attrib- 
utes his non-success to ill luck, and 
generally tres his luck again, verj often 
with about the same result 


Some years igo when the writer com- 


menced fruit and vegetable growing on 
a large scale some ten or twelve acres of 
strawberries were set out 
Of this total 


area a piece of about two acres was first 
carefully and properly prepared and sev- 
eral hands ernploj ed to set out the plants 
so as to have the work done soon 
On 


going over the plat carefully a few day 
thereafter it was found that many of tha 
plants « ere dead 
We would come to 


several yards m lengtu on a row where 
the plants were alive and growing well 
and then to about an equal length of 
dead plants, and so on over the entire 
plantation. On pulling up the dead 
plants we invariably found the roots to 
be either all doubled up in a lump or 
bunch or else drawn togetaer with the 
extreme ends of the roots close to or 
sticking out of the surface of the soil 
The soil, also, was general!} louse around 
the plants 
With the living ones the 


roots were put straight down, into the 
son and the soil 'formed" or pressed 
closely to the roots and cronn of the 
plant. And just here is one of the se- 
cretsof planting, to put the roots straight 
down into the tool, moist soil and to 
firmly press the soil around the plants 
In finishing our large plantation we soon 
weeded out the poor and careless bands 


Another verj desirable thing in plant- 


ing is to moisten the loots of all trees, 
plants and v mes before planting and to 
keep them at all times awav from the 
sunshine and heavy winds, to prevent 
drying out 
The ver, best wav to moist- 


en the roots, and to do .t so it will cause 
the earth to cling to the roots until the 
plants or trees get set' m the soil, is to 
have a tub or half barrel about half till- 
ed with water 
luto this stir in enough 


loamy soil to make a mud of about the 
constituency of thick cream 
Into this 


dip the roots (not tte crowns) ot the 
plants to be set out, and treat them to 
this batb only as fast as they can be dis 
tnbuted and set out, so that they will 
not become dried out before being plant- 
ed 
This makes rather dirty work, but 


it counts verj largely m insuring positive 
and rapid grow tli 
We can recommend 


the treatment for all plants and trees, 
whether set out only a few in a suburban 
yard or putting out thousands, and it 
will save m my dollars of loss as well as 
disappointment and "ill luck ' 


| as spring opens, and really before tin. 
soil «\ould be fit to plow the new planta 
tion has commenced to bud out, the' 
set fully a month or six weeks' start o: 
those set out m the spring 


It must be remembered, however, tha 


the planta and trees must not be set oiil 
in the fall until they hare fully dropped 
their leaves and the sap is dc-meut, else 
they will m many coses die. As theie)' 
always sufficient time between this ant 
the advent of cold weather, there shou'd 
be no troulle on this score. As al 
nurserymen know this, but little loss 
could ensue nliere the stock is securec 
from them, but where the stock is grown 
on the place or neai at hand it is «ell to 
remember this fact 


STiglit planting is recommended bj 


some, as preventing any cessation of 
growth nhen done nhilo the trees or 
plants are in full growth ap* leaf 
We 


have experimented several times in this 
direction, but with such indifferent suc- 
cess as to lead us tc believe that there is 
absolutely nothing aesirable in such 
deeds of darkness, and would not, there- 
fore, recommend it to others. It is much 
bet^r to do the work in the shade (ol 
mght) than during the daytime, to pre- 
vent the immediate wilting of the plant 
or tree, and that is about all there is in 
it, as far as our e\j>erience goes — C/it 
qo Tribune 


It the case of plants Prst knock off the 


top of the ridge of fresh earth, to remove 
the dry earth and any clods or stones, 
then press the hand down deep into the 
loose soil, move the hand toward you far 
enough to ,nake an opening then gather 
the roots together, straightened out to 
the full, put them into the opening and 
with the fingers catch and draw down 
the ends of the roots to their full length, 
after which draw the eaith around the 
plant and press firrolj all around the 
crown as well as downwards 
A very 


little practice will enable almost any one 
to plant at the proper distance apart in 
the row and do the work thoroughly and 
well 


In planting trees all the bruised and 


broken roots and branches should be 
pruned off smooth and cl»an with a 
sharp knife, as they will tl en healquick- 
lv. With all fruit trees aud with most 
ornamental trees, it is ver} necessary to 
head in the t op sec irel}, both to prev ent 
the top from drawing too severeh on 
the roots until the tree has become firm- 
ly established m its new home, as well 
as to maku it assume a close, compact 
growth, as a tree with a high head, or 
with unequal!} balanced top will be not 
only unsightlj and become more liable 
to injury from high winds, but m the 
case of fruit trees will not be as fruitful 
or as easv to get At when the fruit, is 
ready lo gather 


While all plants like and need mois- 


tir-e, thorough draining, either natural 
or arti6ei.il, or both, is absolutely essen- 
tial to success, no matter how good the 
soil may otherwise bo nor how well you 
may care for the trees 
And there are 


but few pieces of ground which \\ill not 
be benefited In artificial drainage. In 
one plantation of ours in which we had 
some eight or nine acres of One pear trees, 
most of which were beaung fairly well' 
we considered that the natural drainage 
was ample to afford all the drainage 
th.it could poss bly be needed, although 
we were not full} satisfied with the looks 
or fruitf niness of the tr"es 
One season, 


which was a pro-" erbially wet one, we 
noticed some of the trees blighted, aad 
others seemed to stand still and we de- 
termined to try tile drainage as a retne 
dy 
Thatfall we putinseveralhundred 


feet of tile drains, and the following 
season watched for rest Its 
Tbev came 


promptly on the opening of spring, when 
the trees made an early and vigorous 
growth, and in point o* fruitiuluess full} 
answered all our expectations. Xo wet 
season thereafter ev er affected the trees 
and we were epaid tenfold for our out- 
Jay. 


As a rule, late fall planting is more 


desirable every way than «prmg plants 
ing, for all kinds of trees. For the farm- 
er it is best, for at that season he has 
more spare time to do the work properly 
and in spring a so rushed with the regu- 
lar spring work as to be unable to spare 
the time for this work until so late as to 
afford a very short time for growth the 
first year, which is really the most im- 
portant year of all. Byplantmg in the 
late fall, the soil is in good order to put 
into thorough condition, and when the 
frait plants-we might possibly except 
strawberries—and trees are set out and 
flnoly seated in the soil so as to com- 
mence their first year's growth as soon

Cider Viiicjrai. 


Success in making good cider vinegar 


depends upon seeing that tbe stalling 
point is on a solid foundation, i e , that 
the juice of the apple has a proper sup 
ply of sugar, the base for good vinegar 
For some 5 ears I have lent my cider 
piess to neighbors to make what they 
call cider, usually sending a keg along 
hoping to get enough cider to keep np a 
supply for the -vinegar birrel When the 
keg carr-e back, in some eases I found 11 
filled with juice of green, half rotten 
apples, with a speuhc gravity little if 
any above water, indicating an almost 
entire absence ot sugai 
Such stuff will 


never make e\en a weak vinegar, but 
rapidly pass to the eremacuaais fermen-
